TM’S SPEECH BEFORE 
BALDWIN ASSOCIATION 


The first public speych of Town 
Manager Gerlad Bouchard, Tues- 
day evening, in the High School, 
found about 60 listeners present to 
hear the TM, Part of his speech 
follow: 

‘I presume tt would come asa 
shock to most citizens ifthey were 
told that their town government 
was engaged in a dozen or more 
Separate and very distinct busines- 

6 Strange as it may seem, these 

esinesses do not bear much re- 

/lationghip to each other, but are 
more.@ less a hodge-podge of dif- 
ferent emerprises collected under 
one roof. For example, it should 
be quite Dhvious that there 1s no 
connection between the town’s po- 
Ice protection program and the 
town’s program for maintaining 
and expanding the water distribu- 
tion system, Each of these are 
separate and distinct enterprises, 
requiring on the part of the per- 
sonnel in charge, different and 
unrelated skills, 

Poljce Department has 20 em- 
ployees and spends in excess of 
$150,000 per year for ordinary 
recurring expenditures, The Water 
Department has 15 employees and 
Spends in excess of $200,000 per 
year, Simarly -- point out that the 
town owns and operates 45 pieces 


of self propelléd vehicular equip- 
ment, all of which must be main- 


tained in operating condition at 


all times, -- might compare this 
to private enterprise such as a 
trucking firm with 45 pieces of 
equipment, 

--Ad tothese- fire protection, 
street construction and mainten- 
ance, cemetery, management, etc 
--your municipal corporation is a 
large and complex one, requiring 
the skills of trained technicians-- 

= No Sane person would get into 
such a large number of diversified 
functions for the purpose of making 
money, for if making money were 
their objective, they would no doubt 
concentrate on one or two special- 
ties, I believe this illustrates the 
principal difference between the 
purposes and organization for pri- 
vate business and for public busi- 
ness, Everyone understands that 
the primary function of a private 
business is to provide the owner 
or owners a financial return, but 
the purposes of organizing a public 
business, particularly a municipal 
business, are much more difficult 
to understand and define. Perhaps 
we could agree with Mr. Lincoln 
when he observed: 

‘The legitimate object of gov- 
ernment is to do for acommun- 
ity of people whatever they need 
to have done but cannot do at 
all, or cannot do so well for 
themselves in their separate 
and individual capacities.’ 

Your town government, and I 
believe this is true of all local 
government, is tremendously han- 
dicapped because the average ci-

ly speaking, hw is unfamiliar with

live. The average citizen too often 
believes that his town government 
should place first importance upon 
serving his particular purpose ra- 
ther than serving the public in 
general, whose interest may be 
contrary to his individual desires, 

--my arrival I found the admin- 
istrative part of the organization 
as you might expect to find it in 
most any community that had grown 
from a population of 7,000 in 1950 
to its present estimated population 
of 14,000 -- rapid growth over a 
relatively short period - as are- 
sult I expect there has been little 
opportunity to take an objective 
look at the operating proceedures 
within the administrative organi- 
zation, It is my belief that many 
of the organization’s staffservices 
Such as purchasing, fiscal manage- 
ent, etcare unnecessarily decen- 
trazlized with considerable dupli- 
cation between department. 

Many operations are being per- 
formed manually in spite of techno- 
logical improvements that have 
been made in recent years, Let 
me be specific about some -- One 
of the first things that I observed 
was that the Town has been man- 
ually preparing each year some 
6,600 tax bills, not to mention the 
duplication of effort between the 
assessor’s and collector’s depart- 
ment, 

The town cannot afford to do 
these tasks manually because busi- 
ness machines can do them faster, 
cheaper and more accurately. That 
is why I immediately directed that 
the tax bills in 1963 would be pro- 
cessed by machine, In 77 machine 
hours the town was able to process 
6,600 tax bills, and may I say this 
was a considerable saving in man 
hours over previous years. This is 
but one little example of what is 
involved when we fail to take ad- 
vantage of the technological im- 
provements that make our day to 
day work and responsibilities eas- 
fer. 

So much for the past, now that 
these problems are recognized, 
what do we propose to do about 
them, 

First: We are currently making 
preparations to have the town’s 
water bills prepared each month 
by electronic data processing. We 
have set for ouselves a target 
date of January 1 for implemen- 
tation, 

Second; We are making prepar- 
ations to have the town’s weekly 
Payroll andthe school’s semi-

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40% OF ‘TENANTS’ TO 
MOVE IN 3 YEARS

‘More than 40% of the rent- 
paying families in America plan 
to move within the next three years 
in a search for more space, better 
kitchens and improved neighbor- 
hoods; costs of down payment, 
furnishings and maintenance will 
keep most of these families from

and Finance Committee a transfer

From this the town may then 
make a determination as to the ul- 
timate and best land use for the 
community, --many citizens have 
commented that the entire strip 
along 93 should be zoned industri- 
al. If the problem were that simple 
some one would have found a solu- 
tion long before I arrived, and 
certainly I wouldn't be discussing 
it with you, If you were to make an 
inventroy of all the land zoned and 
available for industrial use in 
Metroploitan Boston 
there is sufficient land to accomo- 
date industrial growth in Metro- 

politan Boston for the next 20 or 
30 years, 

--this might suggest that Wil- 
mington would do well at this point 
to held the line on industrial zoning. 
Yet if you were to analyze the pro- 
blem you would discover that much 
of this land has been bought up by 
large land speculators, and it is 
being held off the market for some 
future year when the holder then 
hopes to realiza a substantial profit 
on his investment, 

To the extent that the askiig 
price on any of these large tracts 
is pro 
is prohibitive, potential industrial 

‘owth inthe communities involved 

being held back, A good example 
is Lexington. This community re- 
cently rezoned considerable acre- 


age to accommodate industrial 
growth, only to discover that a 
large borkerage firm absorbed 
most of this land and is now hold- 
ing it for speculative reasons, 

For all intents and purposes the 
speculators have taken the indus- 
trial land off the market, This 
means that Lexington connot pos- 
sibly hope to get industrial growth 
in the near future. So as you can 
See, our problem is not just one of 
rezoning everything along 93 for 
industrial land use and then trying 
to locate industries; we have the 
added complication that specula- 
tors could conceivably hold back 
industrial development ashas been 
done in other cities and towns, 

On the other side of the ledger we 
have the problem of continued resi- 
dential growth, some of which is 
taking place along 93, Now if what 
I said earlier is true, that the 
best and ultimate land use along 93 
might possibly be industrial and 
commercial, then it is quite 
obvious that we are faced with the 
problem of how do we preserve 
this land for the future so that the 
interim residential development 
does not spoil these large tracts, 

In other words how can we le- 
gally protect this community as- 
Set? You can see that the problem 
is a complicated one and very 
difficult one, That is why Istrongly 
feel that the town must employ the 
services of a professional planner 
to make a detailed study - 1) of 
the existing land use, 2) of future 
land use that will ultimately best 
serve the community and 3) To 
make specific recommendations as 
tp what we should do to our exist-

ing zoning ordinance so as to pro- 
tect our major assets, 

Another observation that Iwould 
like to make about the community 
concerns the population density 
developing with the town’s 17 sq, 
mile-area, As many of you well 
know, a modest home in Wilming- 
ton, and I am talking about the 
home with a market value of $15, 
000 or $16,000, is paying a pro- 
perty tax of about $500 per year, 
This means that over a 30 year 
period, the owner through property 
taxation is purchasing his home 
all over again, There is little 
doubt that the property tax sit- 
uation in Massachusetts is at the 
point of being confiscatory. Yet, 
since this is the only major source 
of revenue available to cities and 
towns, there seems to be no al- 
ternative, 

My point is duscussing the pro- 
perty tax and population density is 
to point out that, there is some 
relationship between the cost of, 
local government and the density 
at which a community develops, 
It should be quite obvious that 
Wilmington is developing asa rural 
community, yet many of its resi- 
dents expect to receive all of the 
municipal services that you would 
expect to find in urban community, 

Let us consider just one of the 
dozen or so municipal services, 
namely sanitary sewers, If the 
average family in an urban com- 
munity occupies 80 feet of street 
frontage, it follows then that the 
cost of supplying the 12 inch lateral 
sewer which is what is necessary 
for single family development, is 
much less than in the situatior 
where the average family occupies 
150 feet of street frontage. The 
same analogy can be made for 
Street, water, police protection, 
and so forth, 

In Wilmington many familles 
occupy two, three, and four hundred 
feet of street frontage, This means 
then that for the town to extend 
water to this family, it hasto make 
a tremendous investment, This 
Same analogy could be made for 
sewers, if we had sewers or wanted 
them storm drainage, and on and 
on. So basically what I am saying 
is, there is a relationship between 
the ultimate cost of local govern- 
ment services and the density at 
which the community develops, 
You as the town’s stockholders 
should keep this in mind when you 
are asked to vote on such things 
as zoning, storm and sanitary se- 
wers, etc, 

~-When it comes to local govern- 
ment the average citizen 1s only 
concerned with that which effects 
him individually, and no amount of 
explanation will persuade him todo 
soeething he does not want to do, 
especially if it effects his pocket 
book, This being the case, it ismy 
beleef that the best public rela- 
tions can be achieved by those pro- 
grams which strike at the town’s 
basic problems, even though some 
of these programs might be unpop- 
ular, 

The town’s public relations pro- 
blems are by no stretch of the ima- 
gination analogous to those of pri- 
vate enterprise, For example, in 
private enterprise if a man buys a. 
new automobile, he pays the price 
and drives it home, Somehow the 
purchase of the automobile and of 
similar goods is able to reconcile 
the price he pays with what he gets. 
If he does not want them, he will 
not buy them. As a matter of fact 
this same simple procedure exists 
for practically all of life’s neces- 
sities. except those provided by 
your local oovernment, 

When payments are made in sup- 
Port of your town government ser- 
vies, it is an entirely different 
Proce3dure, Here the taxpayer is 
compleed to pay the town a sum of 
money which is figured by some one 
else.,.for benefits which he has 
already received and of which he 
was unaware,..or for benefits 
which he has been receiving for 
years and which he has taken for 
granted... or for benefits he will 
not receive until sometime in the 
future when he will have forgotten 
what it was he paid for. This being, 
the cased, it 1s somewhat under- 
Standable that the average citizen 
feels that low taxes are good taxes. 
buyer of your town government 
Services is never able to reconcile 
what he pays in taxes with what he 
gets in return, and as a result 
taxes become more or less anim- 
Postion. The taxpayer ofen feels 
that the amount he pays in property

the town government just does not 
Seem to be able to use efficiently. 
Unfortunately the bulk of the town’s 
expenditures are for intangible 
governmental functions that the 
average citizen takes for granted, 
and for which he is confused as to 
their ultimate cost and extent. 

For example the town’s public 
safety program which includes 
police and fire servies will cost in 
excess of $275,000 for the current 
fiscal year for ordinary recurring 
and maintenance costs alone, This 
is exlusive of any capital outlay 
requirements that are periodically 
necessary, yet, most home owners 
may never have occasion to call 
upon these services, andasa result 
few owuld realize that the town 
employs 40 full time and 30 part 
time employees in these two de- 
Partments, So you see the public 
relation problems of your town 
government are very much differ- 
ent from those of private enter- 
prise, 

Recognizing this, and I believe 
every municipal administrator 
does, I have taken a few steps to 
improve this area of municipal 
government. To better communi- 
cate with the public I have insti- 
tuted the following: 

First: I have prepared a com- 
plete agenda for every selectmen’s 
meeting. This is made avalfable to 
the selectmen of Friday and in- 
cludes all business items that the 
town’s board of directors are ex- 
pected to consider on the following 
Monday evening, The agenda is 
made available toevery member of 
the press, and a copy is given to

7) 
stockholder’s report, and its main 
purpose is to periodically inform 
the town’s stockholderw what pro- 
gress we are making to improve 
the municipal services for which 
we are responsible. 

Its purpose is also aimed at 
maintaining continued confidence 
in town government and its leaders, 
I is my intention to continue this 
news letter on a quarterly basis. 
R costs the town less than $100 
Per issue which is less than $400 
per year. In my opinion this is a 
good solid investment, and it is 
well worth the effort if it helps 
rhe citizens to better understand 
their town government, 

Third: I have established a com- 
plaint system and detailed follow- 
up oroceedure, in order that citi- 
zens may be advised;as to just 
exactly what the town will do about 
their problem and why. Ihave spent 
a great deal of time in this parti- 
cular area, and I have given it my 
personal attention, Each complaint 
that has been brought to my office, 
has been referred to the proper 
department, and a decision has 
been made as to what the town will 
or will not do. Further, each com- 
plainent has been so advised by a 
personal letter from the manager. 

It is my hope that this complaint 
proceedure cgn be formalized in 
the months ahead and that it will 
require less of my time, I intend 
to continue to give a personal re- 
ply to all complints brought to my 
office. It is my opinion that the 
town’s stockholders are entitledto 
these answers, 

Fourth: I have instituted a phone 
answering proceedure at the town 
hall which has centralized the res- 
ponsiblity with the hope that citi- 
zens’ enquireies and complaints 
can be handled more expeditiously 
and with uniform courtesy. This is 
just a litte! thing really, but never- 
the less it is important, since it 
is an accumulation of these so- 
called little things that create a 
public image and impression, 

One final comment, no matter 
who well intended your town go- 
vernment may be, and no matter 
how sound its organization chart 
might appear, it cannot be succes- 
sful unless the organization at- 
tracts and retains competent peo- 
ple, and unless there are adequate 
means for financing the public 
services with which your town 
government is charged and which 
the public expects. On the basis of 
four years of experience in muni- 
cipal government, may I say that 
the life of a municipal administra- 
tor is one of conflicting emptions, 

This is a kind of business which 
every one is presumed to under- 
stand better than the people who 
do it every day and have access 
to all the facts, In addition a muni- 
of constant publicity and because 
he is continually the center of 
controversy. Many of his good in- 
tentions end up in frustration. On 
the other hadn a municipal admin- 
istrator seldont has an opportunity 
to be bored since his problems 
are not of a repetitive nature. 

The challenge of the job is what 
keeps you going from day to day. 
Accomplishment in this business 
is very difficult, and that is why 
most public administrators take 
geat pride in their accomplish- 
ments,
